ing. Other troops left the city by 
trucks, it was reported. Originally 
there were 150 guards here. 
W. W. Wilcox, superintendent of 
a school between Broken Arrow and 
Alsuma was released this morning 
by the military authorities. He had 
been held several days for investi­ 
gation in connection with the whip­ 
ping of J. S. Law horn. a grocer 
at Jenks. C. W. King, assistant at­ 
torney general appeared at the court 
house with an information against 
Wilcox but Lawhorn was not pres 
ent to sign it, so the school head 
was freed. County Judge Lane had 
the information 
and 
if 
Lawhorn 
signs it Wilcox will be re-arrested 
by the civil authorities. 
Today it appeared certain that

just those men arrested at Broken 
Arrow late yesterday. Reports that 
a number of Tulsa men had been 
detained apparently were unfounded 
although it was said that several 
were questioned yesterday.

NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—Two men 
were killed and 47 seriously injur­ 
ed when a three-story brick dance 
hail and store building in Brooklyn 
collapsed during a fire, burying a 
score of firemen and spectators. A 
police report stated that the I o sb of 
life was much less than was at first 
anticipated. The first 
report had 
put the number of dead at IO. 
Raymond Farrell and James Sulli­ 
van, both members of the same en­ 
gine company, were killed. 
The fire or unknown origin was 
in a 50-year-old building that form­ 
erly housed the Masonic temple. In 
recent years it housed two steres 
Cli the ground floor while the sec 
ond third stories wert given over to 
dance halls. The fireman found it 
a stubborn blaze as the building 
was in the heart of a closely pack­ 
ed downtown tenement district and 
three additional fire alarms were 
rung in. 
After hard w*ork by the firemen 
the fire was apparently under con­ 
trol at * 2 o’clock this morning and 
the curious crowd began to dis­ 
perse. Six hook and ladder men 
were taking a hose roof wa rd by 
way of fire escapes. Seven men were 
on the roof chopping away a corn­ 
ice. 
Then without warning a 50- 
foot section of wall crashed in. 
A heavy wall girder recently in­ 
stalled to give additional support 
to the roof fell with the tumbling 
wall, 
carrying its human 
burden 
with it. The wall crashed in with 
most of the line men under the de­ 
bris. Those on the fire escape were 
carried down also. Six of the men 
on the roof were catapulted into the 
very heart of the building and the 
seventh clung to a wooden beam 
which he had straddled and which 
in its fall hurled him outside. He 
was rescued only slightly hurt.

sas-Texas passenger train No. 123, 
south bound, near Okesa, Oklahoma, 
early today and robbed the express 
and mail cars of registered pack­ 
ages the value of which has not 
yet been estimated. 
Postal authorities for the eastern 
district of 
Oklahoma 
with 
head­ 
quarters in Tulsa and Osage coun­ 
ty officers are 
scouring 
eastern 
Osage county, long known as a re­ 
treat for outlaws. No trace of the 
robbers, however, has been found. 
Men Reported Escaped. 
The men escaped after the rob­ 
bery in motor cars which accom­ 
plices had waiting for them. 
Details of the holdup were relat­ 
ed by members of the train crew 
when the train arrived here. 
The four men who did the actual 
work of rifling the cars were ap­ 
parently far greener hands than 
the cool, polite veteran who direct­ 
ed them.

the sleeping cars later and pleaded 
with two bandits at the rear of 
the train to permit him to send a 
flagman 
up the track to stop a 
freight train following the passen­ 
ger. Davis said the outlaws laughed 
and said they were “arranging this 
holdup.*’

foreman,

carried word to the telegraph op­ 
erator at Okesa and a warning was 
flashed to the freight. 
B. D. Towers, fireman, 
C. D. 
Weiss and W. Burch, mail clerks 
were severely beaten about the head 
by members of the bandit 
crew. 
Towers was the most seriously in­ 
jured and was taken to a hospital 
at Pawhuska.

The robbers ordered the engine, 
tender, baggage and mail cars cut 
loose from the remainder of the 
train and taken a short distance 
away before the robbery began. 
As the bandits left the 
train 
members of the crew fired at them 
and the bandits replied. None of 
the trainmen was hurt and it was 
thought that the bandits also es­ 
caped injury. 
Postal authorities here said tha* 
the value, of the stolen packages 
could not be determined until

J? rttPtOOH TROUT FULL OF'PFP* 
The Nipigon River, which empties 
Into Lake Superior 65 miles east of 
Port Arthur, has been called the 
**Aristocrat of Troutdom,” because 
it is the world’s greatest trout 
stream. 
In its 40 mile rush from 
l,ake Nipigon to Lake Superior, it 
drops 250 feet and in the cold 
’•white water” of its rapids and at 
Abe foot of its numerous falls 
square-tailed, speckled brook trout 
grow to incredible size and give the 
-angler the battle of a lifetime. 
Five and six pound trout are com­ 
mon and the first one caught this 
year when 
the comfortable new 
i jungalow camp built by the Cana­ 
dian Pacific was opened 
on the 
shore of I^ake Helen, weighed six 
and one-half pounds. 
Last sum­ 
mer W. C. Luebbert, editor of the 


Scientific 
Angler, 
caught 
one 
weighing six and three-quarters 
pounds and four which together 
tipped the scales at ten pounds. 
Every day each member of 
his 
party of three caught ten pounds of 
trout, the legal limit of Ontario’s 
fishing laws. 
Luebbert’s big one, 
mounted 
by the Ojibway Indian 
guides on a framed piece of white 
birch bark, was two feet long. 
But big as the trout were, the 
Nipigon 
has 
done 
even 
better. 
Several years ago Dr. J. W. Cook, 
of Fort William, Ont., caught the 
world’s record speckled 
trout in 
this stream while fishing with a 
live minnow^. This “granddaddy of 
them 
all” weighed fourteen and 
one-half pounds, was more than 
two and a half feet long and eleven 
and one-half inches across. 
One day Senator If’rye, of Maine, 


told Prof. Louis Agassiz, the noted 
naturalist, that he had often caught 
brook trout weighing four or five 
pounds. Agassiz replied that there 
were no real speckled trout of that 
size. 
Whereupon Frye caught a 
five pounder and sent it to the pro­ 
fessor with the query: “Professor, 
what kind of a bug is this?” 
“The science of a lifetime kicked 
to death by a dead fish,” was Prof. 
Agassiz’s humple reply. 
Among 
the famous men who have caught 
big trout on the Nipigon were 
Theodore Roosevelt, James Bryce, 
the Prince of Wales and Rev. Dr. 
Henry Van Dyke.

Mid-Continent Jubilee to 
Novel Occasion for En­ 
tertainment Year. 


OKMULGEE, Aug. 23.— Flans for 
the Mid-Continent Jubilee, 
to 
bo 
held boro September 9 to lf>, are 
virtually complete, according to an 
announcement by W. BL Jones, man­ 
ager. 
Starting with the whirr of the 
afternoon of September 9 at the 
close of an “on to Okmulgee 
race, 
the jubilee will continue for six 
days with oil wells, rodeos, fire­ 
works and Indians on fancied war­ 
paths contesting for honors on the 
program. 
The “On to Okmulgee” air race 
will start from a number of cities 
in states near by including Kansas 
Citv, Mo., Little Hock. Shreveport, 
Great Bend, Kau., Dallas and Wich­ 
ita Falls. The fliers will take off 
at 2 p. rn. and are expected here 
by 4:20 o’clock. Cash prizes are to 
be awarded the winners. 
A parade through the business 
streets of Okmulgee will open the 
actual jubilee 
Monday 
morning, 
September IO. In it will be horse­ 
men, cowgirls, Indians, bands and 
leaders of the livestock herds of 
Okmulgee 
and surrounding coun­ 
ties. It is planned to have a num­ 
ber of airplanes participate in the 
opening. 
A rodeo will be held that after­ 
noon and at night an Indian his­ 
torical pageant will be staged. The 
pageant will depict an Indian raid 
with 150 mounted Red men in ac­ 
tion with rifles and “ six guns.” An 
extensive pyrotechnic display is plan­ 
ned as part of the entertainment 
and five “farm houses” are to be 
burned. 
However, the victims of 
the raid are to be rescued by a 
company of artillery troops and aft­ 
er a lively battle the crowd 
In 
the stands can wait for the smoke 
to clear and go home without hav­ 
ing witnessed a massacre. 
A number cf special feature days 
are planned. Among them will be 
“Tulsa day,” “ Muskogee day” and 
“ Governor’s day,” when it is hop­ 
ed Gov. j / c . Walton will be pres­ 
ent. Officials of Tulsa and Musko­ 
gee have been invited to speak on 
the days set aside for their cit­ 
ies.The Okmulgee county fair will be 
held simultaneously with the 
ilee, and the Okmulgee District Oil 
& Ga?, association will conduct an 
“educational 
week" *in connection 
with the celebration. An oil well will 
be drilled before the grand stand 
at the jubilee grounds and the var­ 
ious operations explained 
as 
the 
drilling progresses. The well will 
be drilled, shot and operated un­ 
der direction of George Gifford. A 
pipe line system will be operated 
by Dan Tulley of the Prairie Pipe 
Line company and a miniature re­ 
finery will be kept working by the 
Empire Refining company. Both the 
pipe line and the refinery will dem­ 
onstrate methods actually in use. it 
has been announced. The refining 
operations and the technical exhib­ 
its will be rn d fr the supervision 
of Dr. Robert M. Tsham. A geologi­ 
cal display will complete the petrol­ 
eum feature.

OKLAHOMA CITY, 
Okla., 
Aug. 
17.-—Marked deterioration 
of 
all 
crops was announced as a result 
of the excessive heat w-ave in the 
weekly report of the United States 
weather bureau here on crop and 
weather conditions in Oklahoma. 
“ Cotton is wilting badly during 
the day and shedding of boils and 
squares is quite general,” the report 
said. “There was a decided deter­ 
ioration of the crop in all sections. 
Bottom land cotton is in fair to 
good condition while on uplands it 
is generally poor to very poor. Boll 
weevils are generally inactive. 
“ Early planted corn on bottom 
lan d s‘is matured mostly in fair to 
good condition,” the 
report 
con­ 
tinued. “ Early planted corn on up­ 
lands has also matured but is gen­ 
erally very poor. Most of the late 
planted corn has either been cut 
feed or has been so badly burn­ 
ed as to be a total failure. 
“ Broom corn has 
been 
badly 
damaged during the last ton days 
and cutting of brush has begun I 
in the northwestern counties. 
“Grain sorghums are s h o w i n g the i 
effect of the heat and drought and 
must have rain soon or they will 
make poor crops,” he report said. 
“ Peanuts and sweet potatoes are

I are short and dry. Gardens and 
I truck are about burned up. Fruits 
are drying and shrivelling on the
